Their three fa- 
yorites—armament, exchange and 
debts to America—are worked day 
and night. European politicians, like 
American, dislike expenditures for na- 
tional defense because they do not fur- 
nish fodder for their political boroughs, 
It is the armies of job holders and not 
armies of soldiers which are destroy- 
ing Europe. You cannot get a word 
or ths subject from any diplomat or 
states , and I would defy Oscar 
Hewitt pry into the pay rolls of the 
European government offices. 

Whatever propaganda may be dished 
up in Genoa and elsewhere for Ameri- 
can consumption there will be no 
practical disarmament. Poland was 
partitioned from lack of military 
force and it suffered tyranny for cen- 
turies. That lesson has burned home. 
France, without an ocean or channel 
boundary, will never givé up tHe pro- 
tection afforded by the sgongest army 
in Europe, nor will anybody in Europe 
credit the peaceful representationg of 
that Russian’ government which has 
massacred its hundreds of thousands, 
brought famine to millions and which 
holds that agreements with capitalistic 
nations are not binding upon the Com- 


munists.

Mexico, Cuba, and Canada, an amend- 
ment was adopted requiring foreign- 
ers to live five years in these coun- 
tries before they may be admitted to 
the United States. The house’ reso- 
lution required only one year’s resi- 
dence. 

Fines for Steamship Companies. 

Another amendment imposed a fine 
of $200 upon steamship. companies 
which bring aliens. to this country in 
excess of the quota. It also requires 
that the steamship company shall re- 
fund the passage money to aliens re- 
fused admission,

By Anne Ellis, 


N that last hour of day when 
| Apollo’s feet wandered slowly west- 

ward, trailing light and the first 

breeze of evening fell fresh from 
his moving garments, the youths of a 
littie Grecian town in Eleautherea 
game to the meeting piace of athletes 
_ to jump, to throw the quoits 
in erder to become five powered for 
jhe grceat four yearly contests. It was a 
familiar and diurnal sight, this prac- 
tice of the Olympic gaines, and the 
people of the villages of Greece went 
to watch the progress of the youths 
much as the people of our own small 
towns go each day to the railway sta- 
tion to watch No. 10 come steaming 
from east. 


Yet because centuries ago o 
watched in Eleautherea, we all 
profited. If among the crowd of 


watchers Myron had net stood, we 


would not have had that familiar fig- 


ure loved since childhood, the Discus 
Thrower. Perhaps if we knew more 
about life of the sculptor, we might dis- 
cover that he suffered from some ‘hod- 
ily infirmity that prevented him from 
becoming a contestant in the sports 
and which might in a measure explain 
his entire preoccupation with athietic 
perfection. It is true that Greek sculp- 
ture can be divided into three classes, 
statues of deities, statues representing 
and commemorating sports, and 
statues that were to portray mere 
beauty; but Myron never, so far as 
can be discovered, made a statue of a 
female figure that was either correct 
or beautiful. He made a famous group 
of statues of Zeus, Athene, and Hercu- 
les, but the Athene is inferior and he 
was criticized for it as universally as 
he was lauded — his other works. 


The Discobolus, by Alyron, a 
sculptor of the fifth century B. C. 


of Argos, and was an older contem- 
porary of Phidias. He had a son 
Lycias who was later a renowned 
sculptor. 

Myron was as famous for his ani- 
mals as for his figures of athletes. 
His cow on the Acropolis is said to 
have been &o lifelikethat it fooled other 
cattle and insects.

Myron was commissioned 
to make the statue to be erected at 
Olympia, and since a man had to be 
three times victor before a portrait 
could be used we know that Timan- 


thes, of whom the papyrus inform us 


the statug was a portrait, must have 


been three times winner. 


It seems rather a remarkable feat 
to win three times, because since four 
years elapsed between the games a 
winner had to sustain the _ record 
against contestants twelve years 
younger than himself. The record 
throw of the disc was about 100 feet 
and the weéight of the disc usually 
about twelve pounds, 

One exception to the wale of being 
three times victor was allowed when 
Ladas, a runner, died at the goal and 
Myron made a statue which was later 
set up at Olympia in memory of the 
Unfortunately it is lost, but 
a writer of his time tells us it made 
the beholder gusp, like the victim, for 
his breath. 

Myron may be said to be the first 
Greek sculptor to study and portray 
anatomy with the exactitude which 
later became a canon of Greek art.

seen with my own. To me it was a 
frozen fountain, a moment of beautiful 
fluidity turned to bronze. To them it 
is the living, breathing likeness of a 
hero caught at the moment of his hero- 
ism. It is the mind and soul and tal- 
ent of a sculptor incarnate. It is the 
junction of imagination with skill. It 
is the perpetuation of motion and the 
perfection of grace. It is invention as 
well as art.

“Japan is consolidating its gains,” 
explained a European military man 
who has visited all the Japanese occu- 

ed territory in China. Japan, being 
a next door neighber and having most 
at stake. knows that it will be many 
years before China will be in a position 
to take advantage coc the benefits of 
the treaty formulated in Washington 
and therefore interids to let nothing 
dip in these uncertain days. 


Not that she is “pulling any rough 
stuff.” Far from it. Every day or so 
the Japanese consul general in Muk- 
gen, or the Japanese military adviser, 
or the Japanese police adviser calls at 
the yamen of Gen. Chang Tso-lin and 
tries to consult with him regarding af- 
fairs in the ninety-nine year leased ter- 
ritory in Manchuria. But Chang Tso- 
lin never has recognized the treaty en- 
forced under the twenty-one demands 
and is always too busy to see them. 

So the Japanese operate through the 
tottering, vacillating cabinet in Pekifig 
or go it alone.

Since the conference ourned t 
nail has been driven hg coffin ye 
the silver standard in Dairen and rap- 
idly is extending to all parte of Man- 
churia. When the gold standard was 
enforced last year upon the Chinese 
in the Produce exchange at Dairen 
the silver standard also was continued 
because the Chinese can do business 
in no other way without heavy loss, 
owing to the radical fluctuation of sil- 
ver in relation to the gold yen, since 
their purchases in other parts of Man- 
churia and in Mongolia are of neces- 
sity made in silver. 


The governor of the Kwantu 
leased territory issued an edict for bid. 
ding the use of the silver standard” 
A petition was sent to Tokio by the 
Exporters’ Association of Manchurian 
Agricultural Products and also by the 
Chinese merchants asking that the 
silver standard be continued as well as 
the gold. But Premier Takahashi, 
after taking the matter up with the 
cabinet, decided that only the gold 
standard must be used in the dealings. 


Japan also has given notice since 
the adjournment of the conference that 
foreigners intending to travel through 
the leased territory, inclusive of the

Another angle of the Siamatial dis- 
pute has been carried to Tokio, where 
the Chinese minister has formally de- 
manded the withdrawal of the Japa- 
nese military police from Hungchun 
before he will discuss the situation 
further.

The Silurian 
age in America was an age of drought 
and salty inlets. The land was low and 
rolling, frequently indented by estu- 
aries. Some of them were cut off for 
long intervals from the ocean and be- 
came bitter. The remains of these 
shallows are still to be found. Every 
summer they evaporated, and every 
winter rain and flood washed gritty 
mud into them. Salty shales can still 
be found in Michigan, Ontario, Ohio, 
and New York that were laid 
the Silurian age. 


‘The river we have found flows into . 


the sea by a broad delta, with innumer- 
ebie little islands at its mouth. As 
we stand watching the green waves 
come mingling with the blue, a some- 
thing moving on the sands attracts our 
eyes. There are others like it. A 
moving thing on land in Silurian times 
is unusual. It is revelutionary. |

frighten them. They have no instinct 
to fear us, for no enemies of our size 
exist on their small horizon. They ar 
scorpions. Right well built scorpions 
they are, too, except that they are am- 
phibious, like frogs, and must return 


plenish the water in their. gill. cases. 
They are- eating worms and molluscs 
cast up on the shore. As we watch, 
one of them runs into the shallows for 
its prey, stings it, and drags it out. 

Beneath the surface of the water 
there is life. It resembles the pond 
life of today, but is much lower tn evo- 
lution. The air breathing scorpions 
are a great step in advance over their 
aquatic cousins, the eurypterids, and 
their still more distinct relatives, the 
Trilobites. 

In Silurian times an air breathing 
life was forced on many creatures. 
When their native pools dried up 
everything could either breathe air or 
suffocate. There was a high premium 
put on progressive evolution toward 
lungs, and a death penalty for those 
who held back. It was at this time 
that the ancestors of modern insects 
ceased to be bottom crawlers and be- 
came preéminently animals of the air. 
The air breathing anthropoda have 
now evolved so far that they have few 
water living relatives left. All insects 
respire free oxygen, even such aquatic 
forms as dragon fly larve, whose gills 
are full of air instead of blood.

THE EVOLUTION OF FAILURES. 


VOLUTION, has been criticized 


because there was a supposition 
that it favored the belief that 
man was a lineal descendant of 
the apes and at one time our ancestors 
dwelt in trees and behaved with sim- 
fan manners. Evolution teaches no 
Anthropologists and biolo- 
gists are agreed that man’s ancestors 
were essentially creatures whose homes 
were in grottoes and sheltered spots. 
Man never was an ape. From the 
first cell to the present, our forbears 
have been the most intelligent beings 
the world afforded.

we would not be supreme today. Apes 


and monkeys:-are specializing away 
from the human stock as rapidly as 
they can.

There are 
no traces of his bones among the hip- 
potomi, saber tooth cats, camels, ele- 
phants, and hyena dogs of the 
before the Pliocene.

There is 
fome indication that shrews and lemurs 
are distant relatives of ours who fell 
into green pastures while we kept on 
the hard road. Our prototypes re- 
Mained small until their plan of life 
was all complete. . Their hearts were 
tight, their feet and hands were right, 
and their minds were sharpwitted be- 
fore they attempted to compete with 
the fierce brutes of past days. Our 
childhood evolution is all done when 
We aré small, so that when we are 
grown we can go forth to conquer ob- 
Stacles.

HIGH SPEED. 


NE of the most theroughly effi- 
cient units in the medern motor 
vehicle is the cooling system. 
The average car owner pretty 

nearly forgets the existence of this 
part of the car’s anatomy except for 
the rare occasien when something goes 
wrong in it. Now, it is generally pos- 
sible to forestall any fallure in the 
cooling system if certain simple rules 
of maintenance are followed, and it is 
to suggest how this may be accom- 
plished that the present article is writ- 
ten, 

While there are today two distinct 
methods of keeping the motor within 


the necessary temperature bounds, we || 


shall consider first the water cooling, 
which is us@d on all except two Amer- 
ican cars. In the water cooling sys- 
tem the liquid is contained in jackets 
around the cylinders, and it is kept 
in motion constantly in order that it 


may remain at a temperature low’ 


enough to perform its function. 

In the main, water cvoling systems 
are all very much alike. The water 
in the jackets circulates around the 
cylinders, picking up the excess heat 
and then going to the top of the ra- 
diator, whence it flows downward to. 
the bottom through cells or tubes, get- 
ting rid of much of its heat on the 
way. A fan is provided to such air in 
through the tubes of the radiator, as- 
sisting in the dissipation of the heat. 
Without the help of the fan, it would 


require a much greater area of radia- | 


tion to get rid of the heat. 


Water cooling systems are divided 
into two distinct types, known re- 
spectively as thermo-syphon and pump. 
The thermo-syphon depends for its ef- 
fectiveness on the working of a simple 
natural law. Hot water is lighter than 
cold and rises to the top. In the 
thermo-syphon sys the water near 
the base of the hot ‘water jackets be- 
comes heated first and, following this 
law, rises to the top, displacing the 
cooler water there. In this way a cir- 
culation is set up; the hot water ries, 
flows down through the radiator, 
where its heat is carried away. Obvi- 
ously, with this method of keeping the

The pump system is more expensive to 
install, which explains why a majority 
of our American cars use thermo-sy- 


The cooling system does not need 
any very great amount of attention. 
It should be thoroughly cleaned out 
at least once a year and it is advisa- 
ble to take the radiator to a firm spe- 
cializing in this work for cleansing. 
As much as four pounds of muck are 
often taken out of one radiator. 
car owners find it advantageous to 
fill the cooling system with a strong 
solution of wa8hing soda and water and 
then run the engine for half an hour.

Indiana County 
Plans to Escape — 
Crossing Menace 


N all future road construction in 
Lake county, Ind., railroad grade 
crossing will be eliminated in so far 
as possible, according to County 
Engineer Ray Seeley, following a,con- 
ference with the board of county road 
commissioners and representatives of 
the Lincoln Highway association. 


It is in Lake county, near the Illinois 
state line, that the association, with 
the codperation of the state of Indiana 
and Lake county, expects to construct 
this season its “ideal section,” de- 
signed by the foremost highway engi- 
neers and other authorities of the 
United States. The county commis- 
sioners have appropriated $25,000 to- 
ward the improvement, which is ex- 
pected to center the eyes of highway 
authorities in every section of the 
world on the county. 
Mr. Seeley pointed out that the reso-
